hocolate is Beverly Strong’s 
business. Three years ago she 
branched off from working with 
Logan’s Candies in Ontario and 
decided to operate her own business 
— Strong’s Custom Candies in 
downtown Upland. 

And it’s been a family business ever 
since. Although her husband 
occasionally helps out, Strong’s right- 
hand man is her daughter, Brenda. 

Together, they individually hand-dip 
each and every piece of chocolate 
candy produced at the store’s North 
Second Avenue location. 

“Your ideas are our specialty,” 
Strong’s business cards read. 

“| learned about candy making from 
the company | worked for. The lady | 
worked for said | was pretty good so | 
started my own business. We’re not 
competitors. We help each other. 
There’s enough business out there,”’ 
Strong said with a smile. 

Although Strong doesn’t make her 
own chocolate, all the delicious, rich 
morsels sold from her store are 
individually hand-dipped. 

“Everything is difficult if you don’t 
know how to do it,” she said. “You 





learn with experience. You have to be 
creative and somewhat of an artist. | 
first played around a bit with cake 
decorating and then | got into this.” 


Strong said she doesn’t make candy 
every day. ‘The amount and types of 
candies we make are kind of seasonal. 
Christmas, Valentine’s Day and Easter 
are the busiest times. We were pretty 
much wiped out after Christmas. We’re 
trying to replenish our supplies and get 
ready for Valentine’s Day,” she said. 

“You have to know the feel of the 
temperature before you dip them,” 
Strong said, rubbing her thumb and 
forefinger on one hand together. 


Hand-dipping involves taking a rolled 
cream or nut, rolling it in properly 
cooled chocolate and then drawing a 
string of chocolate on the candy. 

Ever bite into a piece of chocolate, 
not knowing what to expect on the 
inside? 

Well if it’s a hand-dipped chocolate, 
Strong said, each piece has a 
chocolate letter on it telling the 
customer what’s inside. 

Chocolate turtles, maple and 
coconut cremes and walnut clusters. 





Strong’s Custom Candies makes them 
all. 

But what about something a bit 
different? 

The store makes chocolate-covered 
potato chips called “Potato Chippers.” 
The delight was named after one of 
Strong’s sisters, whose nickname is 
“Chipper.” 

Another popular item, especially 
during Valentine’s Day, is chocolate 
roses. They come, 12 long-stemmed 
ones, carefully wrapped in tissue paper 
and ribbon and placed in a colorful 
box. 

The store will even deliver locally. 

‘People are very Surprised to receive 
these. They’re never disappointed,” 
Strong said. 

Taking on chocolate store giants, 
such as See’s Candies, never entered 
Strong’s mind, she said. 

“When you think about it, there 
aren't that many hand dipped 
chocolate shops in this area. And this 
area is growing so much, there’s plenty 
of room,” she said. 

Strong said she never tires of 
working with her favorite type of candy. 

“I never get tired of chocolate or 
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eating it. We try not to make too much 
in advance. We like to rotate our candy 
and we don’t like to keep it for more 
than two months,” she said. 

Strong may not mind working with 
chocolate day in and day out, but 
daughter, Brenda, wearies of it every 
now and then. 

“! can smell the chocolate on me 
when | go home sometimes,” the 
younger Strong said with a grimace. 


“I get picky with what chocolate | 
eat now. | only eat the kind | like. 
People don’t understand the amount of 
work that goes into making one piece 
of chocolate. | mean, there’s one 
person making the cream, one person 
rolling it, one person dipping it and one 
person packing it,’’ Strong said. 

The Strongs give guided tours of 
their small shop for interested groups. 
And they conducted a chocolate 
demonstration at the Los Angeles 
County Fair this year. 


“Sometimes people come in here | 
and ask if our chocolate has any 
calories. | tell them do you see any fat , 
people working here,” she said with a 
laugh. O

Rancho Cucamonga Officials 
have embarked on a search for 
the perfect civic center, hoping 
to use the design of buildings in 
other cities to influence the 
design of their own proposed 
center. 

The search with cameras 
follows recent expressions by 
the City Council that it is 
dissatisfied with the design 
alternatives for a new City Hall 
proposed by its own architect.

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‘Hospital wants to reduce poisonings

San Antonio Community 
Hospital wants to help reduce 
the number of children, 6 years 
old and younger, who have 
poisoned themselves by playing 
with household items in easily 
accessible spots in the kitchen 
and bathroom. 

The hospital is operating a 
Poison Patrol van which visits 
West Valley schools. The van 
already is booked until March. 

“The hospital has had a child 
abuse prevention team for 
several years. Part of that team’s 
job is to look for patterns 
involving young children in the 
emergency room. We have 
noticed between seven to 10 
cases of ingestions per month 
by children of common 
household items,” said 
Monterey Bravinder, of the social 
services department. 

“After we noticed this, we 
wanted to find out how we could 
try and cut down these 
numbers,” she said. ‘““We 
decided to go to the schools and 
use the school-aged kids to 
teach their younger brothers and 
sisters not to play with the many 
dangerous items in the hause.” 

The hospital has employed a 
mime to help with the 
educational program. Bravinder 
said the mime will help 
dramatize the effects of 
poisoning for the children. 

Almost every household item 
can be dangerous, Bravinder 
said. 

Birds of paradise, oleander 
and ivy are poisonous plants. 
Even the colorful Christmas 
poinsietta can be fatal if 
ingested. 

Shoe polish, aspirin, scouring 
powders, washing soaps and 
even liquor can kill a child, she 
said. 

“We don’t have the 
opportunity of telling these 
children about household 
poisoning dangers when they’re 
in the emergency room, so we’re 
going to them in the schools. 
The children have been very 
receptive to the van and our 
program about poisons,” she 
said.

“They want to know more and 
we’re hoping they’ll take home 
the information we give them to 
their parents,” she said. 

Bravinder said parents have a 
more difficult time today trying 
to guard their children against 
household poisonings. 

“Today so many products are 
made attractive. | mean this 
furniture polish smells like 
lemon and, to achild, he might 
want to drink it and see if it 
tastes as good as it smells,” she 
said. 

Although personnel manning 
the van don’t explain to the 
children emergency room 
procedures in detail, they do tell 
them about what happens when 
poisons are ingested, said Clara 



















Ruddell, registered nurse. 

“We don’t tell them too much 
about having them vomit or 
having tubes put down their 
noses to have their stomachs 
pumped,” Ruddell said. “But ~ 
even at 4 years old , they know 
that’s not what they want to have 
happen.” 

Prevention continues to be the 
best way of safeguard children, 
Bravinder said. 

The hospital suggests the 
following tips to prevent

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Goal of providing land for 
parks meets some conflict

The year is 1996. 

Rancho Cucamonga, once a 
bastion of vineyards and citrus 
groves, has been transformed 
into a bustling metropolis with 
high-quality residential and 
industrial developments 
nestled in the foothills. 

Peppered between the 
neighborhoods and high-tech 
office parks is plenty of park 
land ... or so city planners 
hope. 

However, the goals of cities 
in providing park land 
sometimes conflict with the 
goals of developers who want 
to save money but still meet 
the city standards for 
residential complexes. 

Attempts to work out 
compromises between the two 
are a delicate balancing act 
that reaches from the 
blueprints of city planners all 
the way to the state 
Legislature. 


In Rancho Cucamonga, that 
balancing act is being played 
out as the city strives to 
provide five acres of park land 
for every 1,000 people and at 
the same time attract 
residential developérs who are 
willing to supply public park 
land. 





To help the city meet its 
goal, developers must provide 
three acres of open public 
space for every 1,000 people in 
a planned complex, but at 
certain points along the city’s 
three-phased community park 
development program, 
tradeoffs have been made with 
developers in lieu of the 
parkland requirements. 

Those tradeoffs, which are 
allowable under the city’s park 
dedication ordinance created 
in 1980, include a cooperative 
deal between Lewis Homes 
and the city to locate a YMCA 
in acity park, and another 
arrangement between the city, 
the William Lyon Co., and the 
Etiwanda Historical Society 
which provides land for the 
historic Chaffey-Garcia House. 

Perhaps more controversial 
are other arrangements, also 
allowable under the ordinance, 
to give developers park land 
credit for private open space 
within their developments, 
areas including swimming 
pools, courtyards, walkways 
and playgrounds. 

One of these is a 
condominium complex planned 
by Donald King and Associates 
which received a 
recommendation from the city 
Planning Commission for a 50 
percent park land credit based

on private open space outlined 
in the site plan. 

In addition, there will be 
other residential developments 
in the Victoria planned 
community by the William 
Lyon Co. which will receive 
public park land credit for 
private open space inside the 
development, said William 
Holley, Rancho Cucamonga 
community services director. 

Tradeoffs like the one 
between Lewis Homes and the 
city for the YMCA site are 
generally regarded as a win-win 
situation, with the city getting 
its park Jand and the YMCA 
having a site and some money 
for building improvements 
from the developer. 

And no one has argued that 
the arrangement between the 
William Lyon Co. and the city 
to give the Etiwanda Historial 
Society space to restore the 
Chaffey-Garcia House is 
anything but a cultural benefit 
to the city and its residents. 

But one city council member 
has cautioned that the other 
variety of tradeoffs — private 
open space for the park land 
requirement credit — is an 
arrangement that has to be 
watched carefully. 

“| think that has more of the 
possibility of depeleting open

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Ground is broken for both 
controversial parks in R.C.

Rancho Cucamonga Officials 
broke ground last weekend for 
construction of two 
controversial parks, as a group 
opposed to the special 
assessments being used to 
finance them held its final 
petition-signing. 

“We’re still getting 
signatures in,” said Michael 
Mahoney, chairman of the 
Cucamonga Citizens Coalition- 
Political Action Committee. 

Red Hill and Heritage 
Community Parks, located in 
Alta Loma, are two of the city’s 
planned community parks and 
are slated for completion this 
fall. 

Mahoney said he would be 
submitting a letter to the city 
clerk’s office requesting 
reservation of a spot on the 
Jan. 15 city council agenda to 
turn in the petitions. 

The group is trying to get an 
initiative on the June 4 ballot 
to require all assessments, 
including those for Red Hill 


and Heritage Community 
parks, to be subject to a two- 
thirds vote of public approval. 

“We have surpassed our 
goal of close to 6,000 
signatures,” Alexander said. 
“We’re going to have people 
circulating next week who are 
real go-getters.”’ 

Mahoney declined to release 
any final figures on the number 
of signatures gathered until the 
Jan. 15 City Council meeting. 

The petition states that the 
city has two years from April 1, 
1985, to put an intitiative on the 
ballot to pass the park 
assessment issue and that if 
the issue fails, or if it isn’t 
placed on the ballot within the 
two-year period, the new 
initiative would then become 
law, said William Alexander, 
vice chairman of CCC-PAC. 

This means that all 
assessments have to be put on 
the ballot, and that the city 
would have to stop collecting 
assessments for the park, he 
said. 

If the petition qualifies for 
placement on the June 4 ballot,

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Upland girl improving after mall crash

Wendy Guadagni, the Upland 
resident injured in last month’s 
airplane crash into a Concord 
shopping mall, is improving 
daily, her mother says. 

“Each day she gets better and 
stronger,’ Carol Guadagni said 
during a telephone interview. 
She is staying with her daughter 
in the Concord area, making 
constant hospital visits, she 
said. 

Her condition was recently 
changed from critical to serious, 
but stable, according to Officials 
at the Alta Bates Hospital in 
Berkeley, where she is staying. 

Guadagni, 20, was burned over 
41 percent of her body last 
month when a twin-engine plane 
crashed through the roof of the 
Sun Valley mall, sending a 
fireball down to the first floor 
where Guadagni and her cousin 
Pamela Stanford were sitting. 

Stanford, 22, died from her 
injuries the next day 

Guadagni has had several skin 
graft operations on her hands 
and face, her mother said. The 
donor skin came from her 
stomach area, which was 
protected during the fire by three 
layers of clothing. 

Mrs. Guadagni said her 
daughter is mentally alert and in 
fairly good spirits. Her voice, 
which she had lost since the 
accident, came back last week 
and Mrs. Guadagni said she 
already is thinking of the future. 

A junior majoring in business 
at San Diego State University, 
Guadagni is thinking of 
changing her major to nursing 
after witnessing excellent care 
first-hand at the hospital, her 
mother said. 

‘| just know she’s going to do 
bigger and better things as a 
result of this,’ Mrs. Guadagni 
said. “| don’t know what it is yet, 
but she’s laying there thinking.” 

Guadagni will probably stay in 
the Berkeley hospital to recover 
for two more months, Mrs. 
Guadagni said. She still has 
more skin grafting operations to

undergo. 

If there are no complications, 
Mrs. Guadagni said, the 
physicians have said her 
daughter will be put in a special 
bodysuit to help heal the skin. 
Mrs. Guadagni is hoping to 
transfer her daughter to a Los 
Angeles-area hospital then. 

Guadagni may need up to two 
years of therapy after that. 

“Everyone that knows Wendy 
says that’s going to be cut in 
half,’ Mrs. Guadagni said. 
Besides being very determined, 
her daugNter is athletic and was 
running and working out 
regularly before the accident, 
she said. 

If necessary, Guadagni will 
have plastic surgery following 
the therapy, her mother said. 

Mrs. Guadagni plans to stay 
with her daughter during the 
next two months. Her husband 
Robert, who works for an 
irrigation distributorship in 
Glendora, commutes to Concord 
on the weekends, she said. 

Guadagni’s boyfriend and 
fellow San Diego State student, 
Kevin Wells, left his home in 
Colorado on Christmas Day to 
visit her, Mrs. Guadagni said. 

“That was her Christmas 
present,” she said. 

Mrs. Guadagni said her 
daughter's visit to the mall the 
night of the accident was an 
impulsive one. She and her 
cousin were waiting for other 
family members to gather to 
watch a football game, when 
they decided to go to the mall 
and pick up Stanford’s 
engagement ring. 


The ring was not finished, so 
they were waiting outside the 
store on seats by a fountain 
when the plane hit, Mrs. 
Guadagni said. Both had just 
called their mothers moments 
before to explain the wait, she 
said. 

When fire from the crash came 
hurtling down to the first floor, 
“Wendy said she went one way 
and Pam went the other,” she 
said. 

Guadagni remembers picking

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up a beam which was laying on 
her legs and had punctured one 
of them, and running into a shoe 
store to ask for help for 
Stanford.

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A Vietnam veteran, one of the 
few people willing to go into the 
fire to help, pulled Guadagni out 
and put out the flames on her 
clothing, and then went back in 
to get Stanford out. 


A second man, a paramedic,

Wrongful-death 
death lawsuit 
filed by widow

It’s been three weeks since 
her husband’s death last month 
in aconstruction accident in 
downtown Los Angeles, but that 
probably hasn’t eased the pain 
for Kimberly Ann Golden. 


Through legal action against 
those she holds responsible, 
however, the Upland widow is 
seeking at least a small measure 
of justice. 


Last week, Mrs. Golden filed a 
wrongful-death suit against the 
builders involved, charging them 
with allowing hazardous working 
conditions for their employees. 


The suit, filed Dec. 31 in Los 
Angeles Superior Court, alleges 
the builders negligently allowed 
the building structure to be 
overloaded, causing steel beams 
to fall, killing Michael James 
Golden, 29. 


Two other workers — 
including Golden’s younger 
brother, Patrick Duane Golden, 
27, of Ontario — were killed and 
six more were injured in the Dec. 
18 accident. The workers died 
after a stack of five-ton girders 
crashed through 11 levels of an 
office tower under construction 
at 1000 Wilshire Blvd. 


The lawsuit was filed on 
behalf of Kimberly Ann Golden 
and her two sons, Jeremy 
Michael, 7, and Joshua James, 4. 
The suit is the first to be filed as 
a result of the accident, said 
John Scott Matthew, Mrs. 
Golden’s attorney. 


Named as defendants in the 
suit were Swinerton & Walberg 
Construction Co. Inc., and 
Reliance Development Group 
Inc., both of Los Angeles, and 50 
unnamed defendants. 


Additional defendants may be 
named at a later date, said 
Matthew. 


According to the suit, the 
defendants had a “‘duty to take 
specific precautions to see that 
the work area was ina 
reasonably safe condition and 
the work performed ina 
reasonably safe manner,” 
Matthew said. 


The suit also alleges that 
before the accident, some of the 
defendants sold or distributed 
steel girders and their 
component parts to Swinerton 
and Reliance, “knowing that 
such products would be used 
without inspection for defects 
by the user,” Matthew said. 


The Golden brothers worked 
for the Long Beach branch of the 
John F. Beasley Co., a Dallas- 


based construction company 
subcontracted by Swinerton & 
Walberg. However, the state’s 
labor code prohibits workers 
from suing their own employer. 


Bill Van Leuven, spokesman 
for Swinerton & Walberg, said 
Thursday the company had yet 
to be served with the suit. 
“Under state law, they can’t sue 
their own employer, so they’re 
suing everyone else,” he said. 


A spokeswoman for the 
Reliance Development Group 
referred all questions about the 
suit to Swinerton & Walberg. 


The suit, filed by Matthew and 
Pasadena attorney Rex W. 
Jacobs, asks for general and 
specific damages in an 
unspecified amount, plus costs 
of the suit and any other relief 
deemed proper by the court. 


Matthew declined to speculate 
last Thursday on the amount of 
potential damages his clients 
hope to be awarded.

growled just down the street, 84- 

year-old George Cherbak, who 
said he is Alta Loma’s oldest living life- 
long resident, talked about his life 
growing up in what is now a historical 
house. 


The Cherbak House, at 9983 Hillside 
Road, designated a point of interest by the 
city in January, 1981, and then a historical 
landmark in 1984, is up for sale. 


One of a row of original stone grove 
houses on Hillside Road in Rancho 
Cucamonga, the house has been 
renovated by its owners of the last five 
years, Kathy and Don Stowe. 

The Stowes invited their neighbors, 


Cherbak and his wife Pauline, over to talk 
about the history of the 73-year-old house 
last Thursday. 


Cherbak is the last living son of the 
Original Cherbak family, one of the first 
settlers of the Alta Loma area, which was 
then known as loamosa. 


The family gathered stones from nearby 
washes to build the house, using horses 
and mules to drag the blue-veined 
cobblestones to the building site in 1913, 
Cherbak said. 


He was born in a house across the 
street from the Cherbak House, but his 
nephew, Victor, who still lives in Alta 


Loma, was born in a room of the old family 
home. 


The family saga began when Cherbak 
and his parents, five brothers and two 
sisters, arrived from Russia in 1898. Their 
father started a Russian-language 


newspaper before going back to Russia in 
1916. 


‘‘He wanted to come back, but he 
couldn’t come back,” Cherbak said of his 
father, who died in Russia 15-20 years 
after he went back to the mother country. 


“He wanted the children to go back to 
Russia with him.” 


The family started out with 10 acres of 
prunes, apricots, peaches, and grapes, 
which they dried and sold. Later, they 
accumulated more land, to total 900 acres, 
and developed a water system of tunnels 


and wells, with three or four farmers 
working together to develop the water 
resources of what was Hermosa Canyon, 
now called Deer Canyon. 

Pauline Cherbak came to the area in 
1919, and is a graduate of Chaffey High 
School in Ontario. 

She lived in the Cherbak family home 
for three years after she married George. 

The family’s 900 acres has since been 
sold off in parcels and subdivided. One of 
the last major parcels was 100 acres sold 
to actor Lorne Green. 

A wall is now being erected that makes 
it impossible for Cherbak to ride his 
tractor to take care of the grape vines 
south of the old family house. 

The grape vines on the property were 
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leveled within the last two months, Kathy 
Stowe said. 


“That was the best medicine | had,” 
Cherbak said. Taking careof the grape 
vines was good medicine. 


He sometimes works on some vines 
remaining peach orchard. 


The house is featured in a 1986 calendar 
of Rancho Cucamonga landmarks by Bob 
Smith, a former owner of the house. After 
Smith, a Chaffey College art and 
architecture history teacher, and his wife 
Gwen raised their family there, they 
moved to Claremont. 

Smith said he did a series of drawings 


of the house out of a sense of nostalgia 
for the place, and the project grew into a 
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calendar of different buildings from the 
same era. 

Mrs. Stowe said she and her husband 
started renovating the house as a hobby, 
but it became something that ate up all of 
their free time. 

“We didn’t realize we had this many 
talents until we started working on it,” 
Stowe said. 

Part of the detail work they have done 
includes restoring original mahogany 
wood accents, stripping wood floors to 
make for a more natural look, adding 
ceilings, closets, and raising floors where 
necessary. 

They have also removed sections of the 
kitchen wall to create new a entryway and 


added other structural touches to 
disguise the plumbing. 

Among the new skills they learned to 
undertake the job were applying 
wallpaper, plastering, sewing tapestry, 
and wood refinishing. 


But not everything had to be replaced. 
Much of their work involved revealing 
what was already there. 


Two-thirds of the fireplace was boarded 
up when they bought the house, so they 
uncovered it and added two oak mantels. 


Most of the windows have the original 
panes — “I know, because | was painting 
them,” Stowe said — and a leaded-glass 
built-in buffet in the dining room was in its 
turn-of-the-century condition when they

bought the house. 

“We were really glad they (former 
owners) didn’t paint inside,” said Stowe. 

Some other touches are firewood 
storage boxes in the living room which 
have been turned into benches, and 
original plate rails in the dining room. 

A pot-bellied stove in the sitting room/ 
den is another historical reminder. 

“We use it,” Stowe said. “It heats up 
the whole kitchen and sitting room.”’ 

The Stowes also did a lot of 
landscaping work outside, adding rock 
pillars. 

An engraving in one of the pillars at the 
entrance of the circular driveway says, 
“As for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord,” quoting Joshua 24:15. 0

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Can there be too many good Cabernets?

Recommending a Cabernet 
Sauvignon — like recommending 
any wine — is fraught with 
pitfalls. It wasn’t always thus. 

From the end of Prohibition 
until about 20 years ago, the 
number of great Cabernets could 
be counted on one hand, and 
lovers of that wine waited 
patiently, not for good Cabernets 
but for good vintages of 
Bordeaux. When collectors 
chose their wines, it was the 
Bordeaux that won out. 

In California, the wineries that 
produced the ‘‘great”’ Cabernets 
included the same old folks — 
Simi, Martini, Krug, Inglenook, 
Beaulieu and an occasional 
winner from Hallcrest and La 
Questa (both no longer are in 
business), Martin Ray or some 
other long-forgotten pioneer. 

The pickings were so lean in 
the early days that Frank 
Schoonmaker, in his 1941 book 
“American Wines,” spoke of 


“how pitifully little distinguished 
wine California is making today.” 

In 1985, the American wine 
aficionado has quite the other 
problem: There are too many 
good wines and all that 
differentiates them is style. 

Among the widely available 
wines, | always can suggest 
Cabernets from Mondavi, Stag’s 
Leap, Clos du Val, Beringer, Dry 
Creek, Phelps, Girard or Jordan. 
Or, if you are lucky enough to 
find them, there are wines from 
tiny producers such as Laurel 
Glen, Devlin, Whitehall Lane, 
Stonegate and Pine Ridge. 

Once, when there were fewer 
than 50 wineries in the Napa 
Valley, | loved the house style of 
Burgess Cabernet. Over the 
years, as my palate had a chance 
to mature, | found other 
offerings that are just as 
intriguing. 


Not that | like the Burgess any 
less, but choosing a good 
Cabernet now involves 
navigating a vast three- 
dimensional matrix of options.

is that we may receive snow by 
mid-January,” he said, adding 
that after “more than a day’s 
advance, the prediction 
reliability goes down.” 

Starting the ski season so late 
is not unusual, according to 
John Mitchell, marketing 
director for Western Resorts, 
which owns the ski operation. 

“We're really not too 
concerned yet. We would have 
like to have had a white 
Christmas with a lot of snow, but 
it is really not typical for 
Southern California,” he said. 

During the operation’s best 
year in 1980, Mitchell said, the 
Ski Season opened on Feb. 23 
and closed in April, topping 
other years when the season 
Started before Christmas. 

Although the facility does 
have capability to make snow, 
Klinefelter said it is only limited 
to the beginner hill at this point. 
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He added that even if the area 
had full snow-making 
Capabilities, the weather has 
simply been too warm to keep it 
there long. Temperatures must 
be at or below freezing and the 
air should be dry to make snow, 
he said. 

Mountain High, on the other 
side of the San Gabriel Mountain 
range near Wrightwood, has had 
continuous skiing only because 
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The first two dimensions involve 
quality and age-worthiness. The 
third concerns price. 

All this came back to me when 
reviewing notes from a series of 
wine tastings featuring 
Cabernets. | was searching for a 
way to make sense of it all, and | 
was ready to recommend the 
1981 Burgess Cabernet ($15) as a 
brawny, full-bodied, cedary sort 
of wine with sinew enough to 
age beautifully. And | will do just 
that. 

But there are at least adozen 
more wines out at present that 
offer at least as much intrigue — 
and there is no way to choose 
among them. 


For instance, | happened to 
see the exciting 1981 Newton 
Cabernet, which has a 
suggested retail price of $12.50, 
discounted to $8.50 in one shop, 
so | bought a bottle on the 
pretext of convincing myself that 
this wine is as good as it was 
when | recommended it last 
spring. It is, but | really bought it 
because | couldn’t pass up this 


of its snow-making facilities, 
according to General Manager 
Steve Cramer. 

Although there has been ‘“‘an 
inch here or there” of natural 
snow, he said that bouts such as 
the 112-hour snow-making period 
earlier this month at $5,000 a day 
are the reasons his facility is 
open. 

While Klinefelter said the 
incomplete lodge contributed to 
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Cabernet at $8.50. 

So when | tasted the 1981 
Burgess again at a recent KPBS 
(public TV) wine tasting, | was all 
set to recommend it along with 
the Newton. But then | opened 
my notebook. | never should 
have. Pandora never had sucha 
problem. 

There on pages stained with 
red rings (from the bottom of 
wine glasses over-eagerly 
swirled) were notes on a plethora 
of other Cabernets | had liked 
over the last few weeks. Aargh! | 
thought, | can’t recommend 
them all. People wili think | don’t 
discriminate enough. 

Then, as | roamed from the 
Burgess table at the KPBS 
tasting alphabetically around the 
room, | found more and more to 
write about. Here are just a few 
of my tasting notes, chosen from 
among the best Cabernets I’ve 
had in recent weeks: 

1981 Lakespring ($11): This 
was the best wine of last year’s 
KPBS tasting, and | rated it 
highly again this year. Still 
available (barely), this wine has

evolved from the olivey-herbal 
aroma it Showed last year and 
now has a more complex, 
chocolate-and-tea scent. Soft 
and drinkable, it has years ahead 
of it. 

1981 Silver Oak Cellars, Napa 
($18): Pricey, but this wine sells 
out every year, so winemaker 
Justin Meyer doesn’t have to 
apologize for the price. Besides, 
the wine is even better than his 
acclaimed 1980. Very rich and 
Curranty, the wine has a velvety 
undertone (nowhere near as hard 
and astringent as the 1980), yet 
has the backbone to last a 
decade or more. 

1981 Robert Pepi ($14): A 
chewy-rich style of wine, but 
with a layer of sandlewood 
complexity and enough acidity 
to carry the wine a few years. 

1982 Cain Cellars ($10): Not as 
austere as Cain’s 1981 Cabernet, 
this offers good cherrylike fruit 
and a tannic-woody bite that will 
come out of the wine as it ages. 

1981 Eberle ($10): Herbal- 
earthy tones combine with a 
currant-toasty fruitiness.

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Counselor 
to work with 
students

A counselor has been 
approved to work with 
elementary school students in 
the Cucamonga School District 
on academic, social or emotional 
problems. 

The school board recently 
approved the position effective 
for the semester which started 
last Monday, according to John 
Costello, the district's 
superintendent. 

A counselor with the Victor 
Valley Union High School 
District, Kim Borden, has been 
hired tentatively. Her contract 
was scheduled to be approved 
this week. 

“We feel that there was a 
need, and we want to provide 
every assistance to make sure 
youngsters are successful in 
school,” Costello said. “‘The 
board felt this will help students 
better meet their potential.” 

Borden is scheduled to work 
three days a week at Cucamonga 
Elementary School and two days 
a week at Los Amigos 
Elementary School counseling 
students in grades one through 
six, Costello said. 

The counselor will not only 
meet with students and parents 
individually but will also put on 
presentations on study and 
learning techniques for large 
groups of students at each 
elementary school, the 
superintendent said. 

“So potentially, every 
youngster will be served in some 
way,” Costello said. 

The counselor will work under 
the direction of the school 
principals to meet with students 
who either voluntarily ask for 
counseling or are referred 
because of academic or 
behavioral problems. 

Although the district has a 
junior high school counselor in 
the dean of students, it has 
never had an elementary school 
counselor, Costello said. 

Such counselors are common 
in other districts, including the 
Central and Upland school 
districts locally, he said. 

Cucamonga’s school board 
began discussing the possibility 
of hiring a counselor last 
Summer when reviewing ways of 
helping students reach their 
potential. 

The district's Budget Review 
Advisory Committee a year ago 
had discussed the possibility of 
the district contracting for 
counseling services with the 
West End Counseling program 
On a One-day-a-week basis. 

But Costello said the board 
determined that there is a need 
for a full-time, in-school 
counselor. 

“It’s an additional cost. The 
state doesn’t pay extra for it. But

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Artist could lose 
his investment in 
redoing station

A Rancho Cucamonga 
sculptor who says he spent 
$25,000 renovating an old gas 
station into an art gallery has 
been told by the city he did not 
receive the proper permits to do 
the work. 

Because his project is within 
the Foothill Boulevard study 
corridor, Ed Jaunzemis believes 
the new requirements he will 
face to receive the proper 
permits will be impossible to 
satisfy and he may have lost the 
$25,000 investment. 

Jaunzemis said the city has 
offered to help relocate his 
business but he has hired an 
attorney because he feels the 
city led him to believe he had 
followed proper procedures 
during the renovation project. 

“Basically, what we’re upset 
about is the faulty process,”’ 
Jaunzemis said. ‘‘“Why weren’t 
we told this in the begining. We 
got the go-ahead but now they 
say we shouldn't have.” 

Rancho Cucamonga’s 
planning director Brad Buller 
said the restorers of the gas 
station failed to put their project 
through the formal planning 
review process required of such 
projects. 

He said someone representing 
Jaunzemis mistook informal 
verbal support of the project at 
thé city planning department 
counter for full approval of the 
project. 

“He mistakenly thought it was 
signed off at the counter when 
all they said was that use is OK 


in that district,” Buller said. 

Jaunzemis and his partners 
signed a long-term lease for the 
old gas station on the northwest 
corner of Archibald Avenue and 
Foothill Boulevard. 

They began restoration work 
last year with plans to use the 
front of the building as an art 
gallery and the back as a glass 
shop, he said. 

But late last month, after most 
of the restoration work had been 
done, acity code enforcement 
officer, called to the property to 
investigate a dispute over 
parking spaces, discovered that 
work was being done without 
proper building approvals, 
according to Buller. 

Buller said projects like the 
one done by Jaunzemis are 
required to go to the Planning 
Commission for review. He said 
Jaunzemis’ project did not. 

If the project had gone 
through the proper review 
process, Jaunzemis would have 
learned of additional 
requirements of projects on 
Foothill Boulevard, Buller said. 

“As with any project done on 
Foothill Boulevard, there are 
possibilities, spelled out (in city 
plans), that if adequate right-of- 
way is not existent he might 
have to go ahead and dedicate 
right-of-way,” Buller said. 

Jaunzemis said he has been 
told that because his business is 
on Foothill Boulevard, he will 
have to dedicate 10 feet of 
frontage toward the widening of 
the roadway. He also will have to 
create 45-feet of extensive 
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improving streets adjacent to 
their developments. 


He also said the city needs to 
reach some agreement with the 
California Department of 
Transportation on the 
improvement of traffic 
conditions on state highways, 
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including Foothill Boulevard and 
19th Street. 

Among the possibilities for 
addressing traffic concerns is an 
idea for using traffic planning 
students from local universities 
who could work for free at 
managing Rancho Cucamonga’s 
circulation, Buquet said.

Scott headlines Sunkist mile 


American indoor mile record 
holder Steve Scott will 
compete in the Sunkist 
Invitational track meet Friday 
night at the Los Angeles Sport 
Arena. The 27th annual Sunkist 
Invitational is the first major 
meet of the 1986 indoor track 
circuit. 

Scott, who will be 30 May 5, 
holds three indoor American 
records: 3:51.8 for the mile, 
3:36.0 for 1500 meters and 
4:58.6 for 2000 meters, all set in 
1981. The 2000 meters mark is 
also the world record, and 
makes Scott the only runner in 
the world who ran a sub 5:- 
minute time. 


Scott, an Upland High 
School and UC Irvine graduate, 
now residing in Fallbrook, has 
been the best American middle 
distance runner of the last 
decade. He was ranked No. 1 in 
the U.S. for the 1500/mile eight 
years in arow, beginning in 
1977, a feat equalled only by 
Edwin Moses in the 400 
hurdles. 

Scott holds the outdoor 
American mile record at 
3:47.69, the fourth best 
performance ever in the world, 
and is only the second miler in 
history (after New Zealand’s 
John Walker) to collect more 
than 100 sub 4-minute mile 


races. Scott reached this cap 
May 25, 1985 at the Jenner 
Classic in San Jose. 

A two-time winner of the 
Sunkist mile (1981 and 1984), 
Scott will be facing again, at 
his favorite distance, Ireland’s 
Eamonn Coghlan, the 
“Chairman of the Boards,” who 
holds the indoor mile world 
record at 3:49:78. The Irishman 
has four wins in the Sunkist 
mile. 

The Scott vs. Coghlan 
matchup has been one of the 
highlights of the indoor circuit 
for the last 6-7 years and 
produced several of the fastest 
indoor times for the mile.
